But how about the choice of 
languages? 

Spanish seems a. sensible 
choice, since we live in this 
western hemisphere with an 
immense number of Spanish 
speaking people, and travel to 
the republics of Latin America 
by our people is increasing. We 
do a lot of business with the 
folk of those republics, too, and 
it’s always well to speak the 
language of your customers. 

But French? Why not Rus- 
sion instead? 

To be ruthlessly practical 
about it, France is losing in- 
fluence in world affairs; the 
power of Russia is immense, 
and throughout history there 
has been a natural tendency 
for a people to learn the lan- 
guage of a powerful people. 

The reason so many persons 
all over the world have learned 
English is because for a long! 
time Great Britain was a| 
mighty world power, and dur- 
ing that period these American 
colonies of hers which had re- 
belled and set up shop by them- 
selves had become also a great 
and powerful nation.

OR CHINESE? 


Senator Joe McCarthy and all 
the professional patriots might 
say that if the kids in San 
Francisco learned to speak, 
hear, read, and write Russian 
they'd feel less hostile to Rus- 
sia. And that’s probably true. 
Less blindly and_ scared-to- 
death hostile, that is, and more 
informed and capable of grap- 
pling with the problem which 
Russian policies present to us. 

There is an old saying that 
trade follows the flag. So do 
languages. When a nation be-}| 
comes great and powerful —} 


and dangerous—its language is| 
studied more than it was before 
it became such a great power. 

Conversely, when a nation is 
on the greased skids as an em- 
pire, as a great power, its lan- 
guage is of less importance to 
the peoples of other lands. The 
star of Russia is rising, that of 
France is declining. 

Some day our kids will be 
learning Russian. Our soldiers, 
a considerable number of them, 
are already being taught it at 
Government expense. 

Incidentally, maybe Chinese | 
should be taught instead of 
Spanish!

I have just read your very 
interesting editorial in the 
January 25 issue of East Bay 
Labor Journal entitled, “Bu- 
reaucrats and Electrocats”. Al- 
though I personally approved 
of the observation made in your 
editorial, I was embarrassed by 
an error made in reporting the 
action taken at the Berkeley 
City Council meeting. 


First of all, Dr. Pettitt was 
one of the three Councilmen 
voting in favor of three weeks 
vacation after five years of em- 
ployment. He also voted for an 
alternative compromise motion 
of three weeks after seven 
years of employment. On each 
roll call the vote was five to 
three with Councilmen Cohe- 
lan, Harris and Pettitt voting 
in favor of three weeks vaca- 
tion after five years service 
and, later on, in favor of a 
compromise motion calling for 
three weeks after seven years 
of service. Mayor Hutchison, 
Councilmen De Bonis, Parce, 
Richards and Councilwoman 
Thomas voted against the Per- 
sonnell Board’s recommenda- 
tion as well as the compromise 
motion calling for three weeks 
after seven years. 


I think it worth noting that 
on the subject of personnel 
management and industrial re- 
lations, it is not always that} 
Councilman Dr. Pettitt and 
myself are likely to be on the 
same side of a question. Hence, 
in the circumstances described 
above, it is especially painful! 
for me to have a colleague in-| 
advertently attacked at a time) 
when we are so completely in} 
agreement.

Harry Lundeberg's 
Memory Honored 
As Labor Adjourns 


The Central Labor Council on 
adjourning this week paid trib- 
ute to the memory of Harry 
Lundeberg, who had died ear- 
lier that same day, Monday. 

The delegates stood with 
heads bowed for a moment be- 
fore the gavel of President 
|John F. Quinn fell for dispersal. 

Lundeberg had been ill for 
some time at Peninsula hospi- 
tal in Burlnigame, and it had 
been assumed he was recover- 
ing. But Monday morning an- 
other heart attack ended his 
career. 

The famous leader of the 
Sailors Union of the Pacific 
and the International Seafarers 
Union, and vice president of 
the State Federation of Labor, 
had gone to the hospital be- 
cause of a heart attack Janu- 
ary 20. 

Harry Lundeberg was born in 
Norway 55 years ago. He went 
to sea aS a mere boy, became 
an American citizen in 1933, 
had headed the Sailors Union 
of the Pacific since 1936, and 
the Seafarers since 1938.

Stressed by Roe 


Charles Roe, business repre- 
sentative, Hayward Carpenters 
1622, is sending data to all the 
Labor Councils in Galifornia 
and to the important ones in 
neighboring States on the ef- 
fect the tight money policy is 
having on the building indus- 
try. 

Roe’s data includes’ the ad- 
vertisement published some 
time ago by the Southern Ala- 
meda County Board of Realtors 
headed “GI’s Victimized”, a 
resolution by that board call- 
ing for an increase of the in- 
terest rate on veterans’ home 
loans, and a suggested program 
for meeting the situation ad- 
vanced by the Associated 
Homebuilders of the Greater 
East Bay, Inc. 


Roe’s letter states that his 
sending this data “in no way 
constitutes an endorsement of 
either the advertisement or the 
resolutions,” but they are “be- 
ing forwarded to you because 
of your awareness of the effect 
of the socalled tight money 
policy.” 

Roe’s letter proceeds: 


“It is the intention of Local 
1622, in cooperation with the 
Alameda County Building 
Trades Council and with the 
approval of the Bay District 
Council of Carpenters to sub- 
jmit a resolution to the govern- 
iment agencies in Washington 
and labor organizations in 
California, to bring about, if 
possible, a unified drive to cor- 
rect the serious unemployment 
situation in California which, 
I feel you will agree, is a threat 
jto our entire economy. 
“Realizing that many of our 
organizations will be going into 
negotiations in the immediate 
future, we feel that time is of 
the essence to push this pro- 
gram.

HOW TO BUY 


Costs of Heating Compared 
By SIDNEY MARGOLIUS 
Labor Consumer Advisor for Labor Journal 


With many families modernizing their home-heating and 
water-supply systems, how to buy furnaces and hot-water 
heaters are frequent questions. High heating costs have become 
a major problem with the steady rise in utility rates and fue!

others. Natural gas is twice as 
“hot” (supplies twice as many 
BTU’s) aS manufactured or 
mixed gas.’ 

But some utility companies 
bill customers on the basis of 
heat units consumed rather 
than the number of cubic feet 
used, so the consumer loses the 
potential cost-saving of natural 
gas. Also, the utilities charge 
industrial users much less for 
natural gas than homeowners, 
sometimes only one-fifth as 
much, so homeowners pay the 
lion’s share of transporting na- 
tural gas into the area. 


At the same time, homeown- 
ers have been plagued by in- 
creases in the price of oil. In 
some parts of the country, oil 
now costs 25 percent more than 
five years: ago. Especially irri- 
tating and costly has been this 
year’s boost. In recent years, 
the tendency of oil companies 
has been to lower prices in the 
slack summer season, raise 
them in the fall, and often 
raise them a second time in 
mid-winter. Thus each year 

“they generally managed to 
raise the price one notch. How- 
ever, this past summer, in many 
large consuming areas they 
omitted the usual price cut, but 
raised the price in the fall 

“anyway, so that at winter’s 
beginning, the oil companies 

“are already one price increase 
ahead of the public. 


Comparative costs vary in 
different areas. In eastern 
Ohio, for example, where there 
is heavy industrial and con- 
sumer usage, and huge under- 
ground storage facilities, the 
cost of heating with natural 
gas is comparatively low. Pitts- 
burghers, too, enjoy relatively 
low natural gas costs, although 
not as reasonable as some 
grades of coal. In New York 


However, oil burners and coal 
stokers entail an additional 
electricity cost for operating 
the. motors. For oil burners, the 
University of Illinois Smalji 
Home Council says this comes 
to one-tenth a kilowatt hour 
per gallon of oil, and stokers. 
10-killowatt hours per ton of 
coal. 


With fuel costs high, whether 
you burn gas or oil, it’s impor- 
tant to keep the burner at top 
efficiency and your house thor- 
oughly insulated and weather- 
stripped. Both gas and oil 
burners need yearly servicing, 
including oiling and cleaning.

At the time application for 
membership is made you are 
furnished a form on which to 
designate a beneficiary. 


You are free to change this 
beneficiary at any time, with- 
out the permission of the pre- 
vious beneficiary. 

Some members neglect to 
make the change, for instance 
when their named beneficiary 
pre-deceases them. Perhaps 
they have been divorced and 
desire to change their benefici- 
ary, or conversely they may 
have been recently married and 
desire a change for that reason. 
There may be other reasons. 

In any event the business of- 
fice is not interested in prying 
into your personal affairs to as- 
certain your reason, they are 
merely interested that, in the 
event of your death, the person 
you would desire to receive the 
benefit payment receives it. 

In the event the named ben- 
eficiary can not be located 
within 90 days, the person pay- 
ing the funeral expenses, shall 
be reimbursed for actual ex- 
penses paid, up to the maxi- 
mum amount of the death 
benefit. 

If you find it inconvenient to 
get into the business office in| 
person, simply call or write and 
new form will be sent to you. 

Incidentally it is wise to keep 
in mind that a member must 
have been in good financial 
standing for six months prior 
to their death, for a claim ‘to| 
be honored by the administra- 
tor of the fund.
